Clergy to Cooperate, Schools Will 
Help, Fanners Clubs the 
Big Factor 
Between now and the middle of 
September Minnesota will see oue of J 
the most strenuous campaigns ever 
carried on in any state for crop bet­ 
terment. 
This is to be a campaign to 
interest every farmer possible in ob­ 
taining the best possible seed for the 
planting of his corn fields next year. 
It is a campaign, in short to “boost” 
Minnesota’s fifth annual “Seed Corn 
Week.” 
The force behind the cam­ 
paign is the department of agricul­ 
ture of the University of Minnesota, 
and the general in charge is A. D. 
Wilson, director of the extension di­ 
vision at the college of agriculture. 
As a ipireliminary, there went out 
to all of the newspapers of the state 
yesterday the August 15 issue of the 
University Farm Press News. 
This 
is a publication of the University’s 
department of agriculture, contain­ 
ing the news of the college, for the 
use of such papers as may care to 
clip from it. 
The August 15 issue 
contained1 much about corn. 
It told, 
for example, how similar campaigns 
in past years, coupled with other 
agencies, have increased (the yield of 
corn to the acre in Minnesota. 
The 
gain is striking and the figures may 
be reproduced here. 
For the five years from 1904 to 
1908 inclusive, the average yield to 
Hie acre was 29.8 bushels for the 
whole of Minnesota. 
For the five 
years from 1909 to 1913 inclusive, 
the average yield was 35.1 bushels, 
a gain of more than five bushels. 
Iii 
1913 too, there were 2,400,000 acres 
in corn in Minnesota. 
Multiply by 
5 aud you have 12,000,000 bushels 
gained Jby it his corn improvement 
work of the state in a single year. 
Put into dollars aud cents the gain 
between 1908 and 1913 for the state 
was the difference between $33,270,- 
000 and $50,880,000, or $ 17,(i I 0,000. 
There is a treason then for going 
on with this good corn work. It would 
be a crime in the eyes of Mr. Wilson 
and his associates 
not to go on. 
Hence the plans for tile campaign just 
begun. 
Another item in the University 
Farm Press News for August 15 told 
what was to be done this fall in brief, 
as the plans had been developed up 
to the time of sending the issue to 
press. 
These plans have been elabor­ 
ated since then. 
That is why it is 
said, that the campaign inaugurated 
«by the. University Farm Press News 
of yesterday is to be the most stren­ 
uous yet— not only for this state but 
for any other. 
Among the innovations this year, 
will be an appeal to the clergy of 
the state to assist in promoting the 
week, by getting it to the attention 
of all people interested in selecting 
seed corn, which means pretty much 
every oue. 
A letter is being pre­ 
pared to send out to clergymen of 
all denominations asking their co­ 
operation, both through the pulpit 
aud through the Sunday schools. 
A 
special appeal will be made to tho 
Sunday school 'workers also, in the 
hope of reaching large numbers of 
young people. 
Of course the assistance of the reg­ 
ular school forces will be asked and 
granted as has been the case in pre­ 
vious years. 
County superintendents 
will be advised of the date assigned, 
and they in turn will notify their 
teaohers. 
As a result the young peo­ 
ple of the state, aud especially those 
of the rural districts, will not be a'ble 
to escape the message of Seed Corn 
Weeki. 
Minnesota has something like 140 
high schools in which agriculture is 
taught. 
The agriculturists in these 
schools, scattered all over the state, 
will be centers to spread the gospel 
of good seed corn as a step toward a 
good corn harvest in 1915. 
Minnesota’s staff of county agents 
w ill promote the work in their ter­ 
ritory. 
In such work as this, also, much is 
expected of the farmers’ clubs. These 
clubs are organized for the improve­ 
ment of the members, their homes and 
their communities. 
Here is an op­ 
portunity to add to their prosperity 
and to pave the way to the desired 
triple improvement. 
Every club— 
and there are moire than 800 in the 
state—will be asked to bold a special 
seed corn meeting and to promote a 
boys’ seed corn gathering corniest 
sometime in Seed Corn Week*. 
Contests of the latter kind will 
be held widely. 
Not only will farm­ 
ers’ clubs be asked to promote them, 
but county agents, high school ag­ 
riculturists, and all agencies (that 
may be interested. 
Every community 
should have one. 
Naturaly the farm and news press 


commercial clubs will lend their aid. j 
Last year some bankers and business J 
men used their advertising space in 
local papers to further the cause of ' 
Seed Corn Week. This helped to keep i 
the idea before the rural public, and 
an effort will be made, through busi-j 
ness men and editors, to have more 
such work this year. 
Many towns will stretch banners I 
across their main thoroughfares, urg­ 
ing those who read to, “Remember• 
Seed Corn Week.” 
The 
telephone 
com/panies 
will, 
through the week, send over their 
wires to all subscribers the question: 
“Have you selected your seed corn 
yet?” 
With the religions, the educational, 
the commercial, and the journalistic 
forces of the state all co-operating, 
he is an absent-minded man indeed, 
who will be able to forget Seed Corn 
Week when it comes. 
The date will be announced iii a 
proclamation by Governor A. O. Bb- 
erhart, as soon as it has been agreed 
upon by the corn authorities at the 
College of Aquiculture.

Cooperate, Schools Will 
Fanners Clubs the 
Big Factor 
Between now and the middle of 
September Minnesota will see one of 
the most strenuous campaigns ever 
carried on in any state for crop bet­ 
terment. 
This is to be a campaign to 
interest every farmer possible in ob­ 
taining the best possible seed for the 
planting of his corn fields next year. 
It is a campaign, in short to “boost” 
Minnesota’s fifth annual ‘‘Seed Corn 
Week.” 
The force 'behind the cam­ 
paign is the department of agricul­ 
ture of the University of Minnesota, 
and the general in charge is A. D. 
Wilson, director of the extension di­ 
vision at the college of agriculture. 
As a preliminary, there went out 
to all of the newspapers of the state 
yesterday the August 15 issue of the 
University Firm Press News. 
This 
Is a publication of the University’s 
department of agriculture, contain­ 
ing the news of the college, for the 
use of such papers as may care to 
clip from it-. 
The August 15 issue 
contained much about cora. 
It told, 
for example, how similar campaigns 
iii past years, coupled with other 
agencies, have increased -the yield of 
corn to the acre in Minnesota. 
The 
gain is striking aud the figures may 
be reproduced here. 
For the live years from I y04 to 
1908 inclusive, the average yield to 
the acre was 29.8 bushels for the 
whole of Minnesota. 
For the live 
years from 1909 to 1913 inclusive, 
the average yield was 35.1 bushels, 
a gain of more than five bushels. 
In 
19 13 too, there were 2,400,000 acres 
in corn in Minnesota. 
Multiply by 
5 and you have 12,(100,000 bushels 
gained Jby I Lh.!* corn 
improvement 
work of the state in a single year. 
Put into dollars aud cents the gain 
between 1908 and 19 13 for the state 
was the difference between $33,270,- 
000 and $50,880,000, or $17,010,000. 
There is a -reason then for going 
on with this good corn work. It would 
be a crime in the eyes of Mr. Wilson 
aud his associates 
not to go on. 
Hence the plans for the campaign just 
begun. 
Another item in the University 
Farm Press News for August 15 told 
what was to be done this fall In brief, 
as the plans had been developed up 
to the time of sending the issue to 
press. 
These plans have been elabor­ 
ated since then. 
That is why it is 
said, that the campaign inaugurated 
-by the. University Farm Press News 
of yesterday is to be the most stren­ 
uous yet— not only for this state but 
for any other. 
Among the innovations this year, 
will be an appeal to the clergy of 
the state to assist iii promoting the 
week, by getting it to the attention 
of all people interested in selecting 
seed corn, which means pretty much 
every one. 
A letter is being pre­ 
pared to send out to clergymen of 
all denominations asking their co­ 
operation, both through the pulpit 
and through the Sunday schools. 
A 
special appeal will be made to tho 
Sunday school 'workers also, in the 
hope of reaching large numbers of 
young people. 
Of course the assistance of tile reg­ 
ular school forces will be asked and 
granted as has been the case in pre­ 
vious years. 
County superintendents 
will be advised of the date itssigued, 
and they in turn will notify their 
teachers. 
As a result the young peo­ 
ple of the state, aud especially those 
of the rural districts, will not be a'ble 
to escape the message of Seed Corn 
Weeki. 
Minnesota has something like 140 
high schools in which agriculture is 
taught.

Minnesota’s staff of county agents 
xviii promote the work in their ter­ 
ritory. 
In such work as this, also, much is 
expected of the farmers’ chubs. These 
clubs are organized for the improve­ 
ment of the members, their homes and 
their communities. 
Here is ail op­ 
portunity to add to their prosperity 
and to pave the way to tile desired 
triple improvement. 
Every club— 
and there are mare than SUO in the 
state—-will be asked to bold a special 
seed corn meeting and to promote a 
boys’ seed corn .gathering contest 
sometime in Seed Corn Weeki, 
Contests of the latter kind will 
be held 'widely. 
Not only will farm­ 
ers’ clubs be asked to promote them, 
but county agents, high school ag­ 
riculturists, and all agencies -that 
may be interested. 
Every community 
should have one. 
Naturaly the farm and news press 


commercial clubs will lend their aid. 
Last year some bankers and business J 
men used their advertising space in 
local papers to further the cause of J 
Seed Carn Week. This helped to keep I 
the idea before the rural public, and 
an effort will be made, through busi-1 
ness men and editors, to have more: 
such work this year. 
Many towns will stretch banners 
across their main thoroughfares, urg-J 
ing those who read to, “ Remember. 
Seed Carn Week.” 
The 
telephone 
companies 
will, 
through the week, send over their 
wires to all subscribers the question: 
“ Have you selected your seed corn 
yet?” 
With the religious, the educational, 
the commercial, and the journalistic 
forces of the state all co-operating, 
he is an absent--minded man indeed, 
who will be able to forget Seed Corn 
Week when it comes. 
The date will be announced In a 
proclamation by Governor A. O. Bb- 
erhart, as soon as it has been agreed 
upon by the corn authorities at the 
College oi Agriculture.
